CHANGES FROM ONE YEAR AGO

California’s agricultural employment increased by 11,100, almost 3%, over the August
1994 level of 409,000 (Table 1-A.)

Production workers in California earned an average of $6.53 per hour in August 1995, a three
cent increase over the August 1994.level of $6.50. (Table 1-E.)

REGIONAL CROP ACTIVITIES

Regional\ crop activities are not available. The source document for this data, the
California Farm Labor Report (881A), is no longer being produced.

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION WORKERS

Statewide agricultural production worker employment was 392,700 in August 1995, an
increase of 14,400 from the July 1995 level of 378,300. The year-over change from
August 1994 was an increase of 11,200. (Table 1-B.)

Average weekly eamings for California production workers in August 1995 were $285.36.
Re&i;onal averages ranged from a low of $270.43 in the San Joaquin Valley region to a high
of $313.72 in the North Coast region. (Tables 1-C through 7-C.)

The average hourlr workweek in California was 43.7 hours in August, 0.3 hours less than
the July 1995 level of 44.0 hours. The region with the shortest workweek was the San
Joaquin Valley region with 43.2 hours. The longest workweek was in the Sacramento
Valley region with 48.8 hours. (Tables 1-D through 7-D.)

DATA SOURCES:

The data are obtained from two sources: the Employment Development Department
(EDD) Unemployment Insurance (Ul} files and a monthly survey, conducted by the Labor
Market Information Division of EDD, of 4,000 agricultural employers. This sample, about
14 percent of the employers, was selected to be statistically representative of the state's
agricultural employers by size, geographic location and industry categories.

Sample data are gathered for the week that includes the 12th calendar day of the month;
thus o(aj.ll data in these bulletins represent activities taking place during this mid-month
period.

DATA COMMENTS:

ESTIMATES FOR THE STATE AND SIX REGIONS ARE INDEPENDENTLY
DERIVED. THEREFORE, THE SUM OF THE REGIONAL ESTIMATES WILL NOT

because of differences in the number of agricultural industries covered and in the
definition of workers.
